New Paper For Lexington. 

| It was reported that a number of 
leading Democrats of Lexington had 
! made arrangements to organize a com- 
1 pany and change the Kentucky Gazette 
from a weekly into a Lexington after- 
! noon Democratic daily the first of the 
year, and that one of the well-known 
newspaper men in Kentucky had been 
' engaged as managing editor of thenew 
! venture. 



New Law Upheld. 

Jacob Shubinsky, proprietor of the 
Surprise store at Lexington was fined 
$50 and costs in tne Fayette County 
Court Saturday for violation of the fic- 
titious name law which was passed at 
the last session of the Legislature. This 
law provided a penalty for individuals 
and firms doing business under a ficti- 
tous name without formal certification 
of the fact in the office of the County 
Clerk. Mr. Shubinsky is the first per- 
son in the State to be punished under 
this law, and as he pleaded ignorance 
of the law he was not given a jail sen- 
tence in addition to his fine which the 
law provides may be imposed. Mr. 
Shubinsky is proprietor of the Lexing 
ton Chattel Loan Company, and had se- 
cured judgemnt against a negro for a 
debt of $50 due the company. 

In pursuance of the judgment Mr. 
Shubinsky levied on the negro’s furni- 
ture, and in this way attention of the 
officers was called to Mr. Shubinsky ’s 
violation of the law.

Judge Win. Beckner Suspended. 

Judge W. O. Harris, of Louisville, 
special judge appointed by Governor 
Beckham to sit in the disbarment pro- 
ceedings against Judge Wm. Beckner, 
of Winchester, rendered a judgment 
Friday suspending him from the prac- 
tice of the law in all the courts of this \ 
Commonwealth for a space of two 
years. 

The decision of Judge Harris came 
as a surprise and a disappointment to 
Judge Beckner’s many friends who i 
firmly believe that the charge would 
be dismissed. 

Judge Harris arrived Friday morning 
on an early train from Louisville. He 
went immediately to the Circuit Ccurt 
room where the defendant, Judge Beck- 
ner, was awaiting him. He first read 
his opinion which covered sixteen type- 
written pages. The opinion was based 
on the record of the case rf Stuart vs. 
Harmon, and covered a period of eigh- 
teen years. He took up every phase 
of the case giving the reason for his 
opinion in each. When he had finish- 
ed reading the opinion the read the fol- 
lowing judgment : 

“The case coming on to be heard and 
having been argued by counsel and 
the court being sufficiently advised, 
delivered its opinion in writing which 
is ordered to be and is filed and made 
a part of the record and in conformity 1 
thereto it is considered and adjudged 
that respondent, Wm. M. Beckner, be 
and he is hereby suspended from the 
practice in each and all the courts of 
this Commonwealth for the space of 
two years from and after the rendition 
of this judgment to which respondent 
in person excepted. It is further ad- 
judged that the court recover of the 
defendant its costs herein expended.

Saturday morning for monthly inspec- 
tion of the account of the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Asylum for the Insane.- The 
business of the board was purely of a 
routine character, the member spend- 
ing the entire day at the asylum in- 
specting the institution and going over 
their accounts. Chairman Haley said, 
he would call a special meeting of the 
board some time before the new year, 
but that he did not know exactly when 
to take up the matter of election of 
superintendents and other officials of 
the asylums and other charitable insti- 
tutions of the State.

The In- 
dians along the coast of Virginia are 
said to have observed this punishment 
inflicted upon some sailors of an Eng- 
lish man-of-war and immediately adopt- 
ed the idea for torturing their ene- 
mies; hence came the belief that the 
punishment or torture was peculiar to 
the aborigiues of North America.
